Association 
A. A. U.—Miss 
Norelius Is 
automatically 
exiled 
from all activities of the union. 
Appeared With Pros. 
The sentence was even more em­ 
phatically pronounced In the other 
ease, the committee 
ruling 
that 
"Miss Meany has been guilty of 
such frequent and continuous vio- 
altlons of A. A. U. rules as to ren­ 
der her ineligible to compete as an 
amateur athlete." 
The ruling atlpulates that Miss 
Norelius must give up the prises 
she won at the National Women’s 
Championships which

later part of February. 
In making 
known its decision, the committee 
declared Itself "satisfied that Miss

swimming exhibition with profes­ 
sional swimmers at Miami, Fla., on 
January 27, 1929,

’’At the time these charges were 
pending, 
Miss Norelius 
received 
permission from the committee to 
compete In the National Swimming 
Championships at Chicago, Febru­ 
ary 27 to March 2. 1929, on the ex­ 
press conditions that lf the com­ 
mittee subsequently ruled adverse­ 
ly to her on the above charges, 
that she would be Ineligible to re­ 
ceive any prises which she might 
win in that meet.

Norelius is declared to have been 
Ineligible for competition at that 
meet and cannot be awarded or 
retain prizes won by her at that 
time.”

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PILOTS TAUGHT 
TO FLY BLIND 


Crack Army Aviators Be­ 
ing Schooled in Aerial 
Navigation 


BRIEFLY TOLD 


A. 


Dayton. O. (/Pi—The im portant 
part played by the aerial navigator 
on transoceanic flights, In bunging 
fog, or under leaden 
skies 
has 
prompted the army air corps to 
establish a navigation school for 
its crack pilots. 
Working in a flying classroom 
above the clouds, the aviators are 
learning to fly “blind” from a past 
m aster of the art—Lieut. Albert F. 
Hegenberger. 
Their classroom, a tri-motored 
Fokker plane, is equipped with two- 
way radio 
communication, 
radio 
beacon apparatus, and dozens of 
navigation instruments. They solve 
their problems in the air, flying 
hundreds of miles each day. 
The Hawaiian flight of Lieut. 
Lester 
J. 
Maitland 
and 
L ieut 
Hegenberger, together with the rec­ 
ords of other transoceanic flyers, 
brought home to air corps officials 
the need of trained navigators as 
well as pilots for 
future 
ocean 
flights, whether they are military 
■or commercial. 
Huge passenger planes, flying 
long distances through all kinds of 
weather, must have pilots trained 
in the art of navigation if they are 
to fly successfully through heavy 
fog or storms. 
Almost every pilot 
has faced blinding fogs in which 
he wished he knew more about in­ 
strum ent flying. 
Lieut. Hegenberger, "principal” 
of the new school, knows w hat it 
means to navigate a plane across 
vast stretches of w ater w ithout the 
ordinary means of 
checking 
his 
course. 
Had he varied the plane's 
direction to the slightest degree on 
the Hawaiian flight, it might have 
meant disaster. 
Now he is passing his knowledge 
along to six young air corps pilots, 
who were selected for the first 
class ebecause they demonstrated 
flying ability above the average. 
They 
are Lieutenants Phillips 
Melville. 
Edmund 
G. Langmead. 
Edmund C. Lynch, Guy H. Gale, 
FYank B. Tyndall and Francis B. 
Valent'ne. 
When they 
complete 
their course they will be fit to act 
as instructors to other groups in 
widely scattered sections of the 
country.

Their instruction 
flights 
have 
carried 
them 
from 
Dayton 
to 
Brownsville, Tex., along the Gulf of 
Mexico to Florida, north to Bos­ 
ton. and west to their home sta­ 
tion by way of Buffalo. 
They have flown by radio bea­ 
con, which is expected to play an 
increasingly im portant part in long 
flights over land and water. 
They 
have estimated their position with 
the aid of the stars alone, and have 
directed a plane in flight without 
eight of the ground and w ater be­ 
low, or the heavens above.

Paris, June 8—"Our eon flies for 
Prance, aiid heart and soul, we are

This Is the feeling of Madame 
Armeno Lottl. mother of Armeno 
Lottl, Jr., backer of the flight of 
Assolant and Leferre In the "Yel­ 
low Bird” from America to Paris. 
Her husband and the boy’s father, 
nodded his assent. 
"In th* beginning I was strong­ 
ly against my son taking part in a 
fraus Atlantic 
flight," 
continued 
the mother. 
"I even made him 
promise not to fly himself, but the 
ban placed by the French Govern­ 
m ent on trans-Atlantic flights made 
me think of the honor of our coun­ 
try and the 
prestige of French 
aviation. 
Being a French mother, 
I thought It only my duty to allow 
my son to carry on with his orig­ 
inal plan In the hope that the suc­ 
cess of this flight will bring glory 
to French aviation and French en­ 
terprise.

Pere Lottl bas Installed a pow­

They are very en­ 
thusiastic about the flight and scoff 
at the idea of being worried over 
their son’s success. 
"H e has the finest plane France

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Arraign French Army 
As An Unwieldy Mass 


BY J. T. 
(Associated P res# sta ff W riter) 
Paris (ZP)—The French army, al­ 
though largest in the world, is in­ 
adequate for the security of the 
republic in the opinion of many 
outspoken military critics here. 
The great war taught that the 
strength of an army does not lie 
in numbers alone and the French 
army as at 
present 
constituted, 
has. say these critics, become a 
thing obsolete, an 
unruly 
mass 
without the leadership of experi­ 
enced soldiers. 
Financiers say the remedy will 
come when French taxpayers re­ 
fuse to support 600,000 men under 
arms. 
The criticisms were widely broad­ 
cast in military circles and brought 
home to numerous civilians by the 
publication of an anonymous book 
evidently written by a high mili­ 
tary authority and entitled "The 
Late French Army." 
General Nol- 
let. former president of the Inter­ 
allied Military Commission, 
com­ 
menting upon the book, is quoted 
ss having said: 
"The Versailles treaty has made 
Germany a present of the 
real 
modern army.” 
Exponents of the theory that se­ 
curity in war no longer resides in 
numbers but in highly trained ex­ 
perts, quote General Von Seekt of 
Germany as saying: 
"A small army of shock troops, 
veil equipped, would defeat in a 
few months great masses of troops 
untrained and mere cannon fod­ 
der." 
Of all the great nations of the 
■world, France in proportion to her 
civilian expenditures 
spends 
the 
highest amount for military pur­ 
pose*. The fact that 250.000 young 
men each year through compulsory 
service are withdrawn from pro­ 
duction, has caused French finan­ 
ciers to demand that the French 
anny he reorganized along more 
modern lines. 
Three solutions are being dis­ 
cussed. 
A small mercenery army 
of chock troops and trained sol­ 
diers, a national army with 28 days 
training 
each 
year 
or a 
plain 
militia. 
Paul Boncour, former French del­ 
egate to the league of Nations

built around a backbone of non­ 
commissioned officers and commis­ 
sioned subalterns, something simi­ 
lar to the German system.

Washington (/p) — Luke Christo­ 
pher, who cusseeds Carl F. Schory 
as secretary of the board in charge 
of American air record 
competi­ 
tions, . achived 
the title of the 
“ world’s heaviest man" two years 
ago. . 
Not that Christopher has been 
gaining steadily in avoirdupois un­ 
til he is ready to take his place 
with the circus heavyweights, but 
an incident in his aviation career 
as test pilot for the national advis­ 
ory 
committee 
for 
aeronautics 
'brought him the title. 
During a series of test flights to 
determine the strength of a pur­ 
suit plane when pulled into a sharp 
climb from high speed level fllgni, 
Christopher 
found 
himself 
the 
“heaviest pilot in the w’orld” as he 
pulled into the steep climb. 
The 
acceleration of the plane was so 
great that its weight was increased 
l l fold and so was the body of the 
pilot. 
While this rapid change of 
direction was taking place, Chris­ 
topher's 
body 
weighed 
approxi­ 
mately 1.600 pounds. 
The physical effects of the ex­ 
perience included hemorrhages be­ 
hind both eyes and a general dis­ 
ability that required ten days of 
careful observation and treatment. 
Christopher’s test flight, made with 
elaborate instruments to record the 
performance, is the most severe 
on record, so far as determining 
the ability of an airplane to hold 
together in the face of violent air 
maneuvers Is concerned.

was regarded as a great contiibu- 
Con toward the development of 
safe aircraft.

IS DESCRIBED 


One of Captors Relates 
Thrilling Scene 
of *65 


She Flaps Her Wings for Flapper Air Record 


Hazel Green. Wis. (£*)—An old, 
old man. his face 
framed 
by 
a 
snowy heard, sits on a sunny porch 
and remembers a 
warm, 
misty 
morning in the fringe of a Georgia 
swamp a long 
time 
ago. 
Long 
enough ago to fade the bitterness. 
Five 
riders 
in 
weather-beaten 
blue are creaking cautiously down 
a hollow toward a stained army 
tent 
where 
a 
little 
man 
with 
squared shoulders stands watching 
them. 
The Are dismount, circling to­ 
ward the figure before the tent. 
The leader speaks, triumph edging 
his command: 
“Surrender, Jeff Davis!" 
The little man stands as stone. 
The swamp drips silence for a 
moment. 
Then a women spreads the tent 
flaps, lifts the m an’s arms above 
his head and says, in a cool, gentle 
voice: 
“Don’s shoot, gentlemen. 
He is 
unarmed.*’ 
She was his wife, faithful in his 
darkest moment, 
So was Jefferson Davis, presi­ 
dent of the Confederate States of 
America, captured May IO, 1864. 
The old man who remembers Is 
ll. C. Schuelter of Hazel Green, 
one of the five Union calvarymen 
who rode down the hollow. 
They had gone with Sherman “to 
the sea" and were detailed under 
Colonel Hamden of the W isconsin 
cavalry to search for Davis, flee-1 
Ing from Richmond to th e army of 
the west. 
Davis’ 
Immobility 
c h a n g e d . 
Schuelter remembers, 
when 
they 
reached the Union camp, and he 
exhibited his anger and chagrin 
This turned to nervousness when 
soldiers started to chant: 
“We ll hang Jeff Davla to a sour 
apple tree.” 
H it capture was marred, accord­ 
ing to Schnelter, by tactics of a 
Michigan 
detachment. 
Unauthor­ 
ized, it had set out to seek Davis 
for the $100,000 reward congress of­ 
fered. 
The Michigan troops, says 
Schuelter, fired into the Wisconsin 
group, wounding four or five, In 
order to give the impression they 
haltered them Confederates und to 
parmlt Michigan to claim the cap­ 
ture. 
But Davis didn't hang to a sour 
apple tree or any other. 
He never 
begged for pardon, but asked only 
fair trial. 
After a year in prison 
he was granted amnesty. 
latter he publicly reaffirmed his 
state’s rights doctrines 
For some 
years he headed a southern insur­ 
ance company. 
He died In New 
Orleans in 1889 and was buried 
with great ceremony, 
latter his 
body was taken to Richmond, Va., 
for burial.

Gains Momentum Through States 


SPANISH KING OPENS BIG EXPO

(£>) — President 
Porte® Oil’s campaign to rid Mexi­ 
co of the drink evil has gained 
such momentum that it has be­ 
come one of the chief topics of 
discussion throughout the country 
^.n d one of the principal subjects 
of legislation. 
The president’s appeal to state 
governments to second his endeav­ 
ors has met with ready response 
In the form of orders restricting 
the sale and consequently the con- 
Isumption of alcoholic liquors, as 
well as regulating the number of 
ealoons. 
Governor Raymundo Enrique* 
,of Chiapas has instructed the state 
{treasurer to establish so heavy a 
'tax on intoxicating 
drinks 
that 
their manufacture will be unpro­ 
v a b le . This measure, in addition 
to discouraging 
m anufacture 
of 
liquor, is calculated to oblige the 
i saloons to charge prices beyond 
the reach of the average man. 
Governor Enriquez also has or 
dared that the saloons be forced 
' to pay increased taxes, 
hoping 
through this means to cause many 
of them to close. 
Furtherm ore, 
he has prohibited the sale of in­ 
toxicants on ranches and farms, 
many of which employ hundreds 
of peons. 


Similar although less stringent 
measures * have been adopted in 
other states, and the War Depart­ 
ment has prohibited sale of liquor 
to soldiers. 
Soldiers who over­ 
come this obstacle and become in­ 
toxicated will be subjected to se­ 
vere punishment. 
The government of Mexico City 
has placed a ban on sale of liquor 
in dance halls and has notified 
cabaret proprietors that they will 
no longer be allowed to employ 
waitresses. 
The city fathers hold 
that these girls 
become 
alcohol 
addicts. 
Anti-alcohol leagues have been 
formed throughout Mexico among 
mothers, teachers, school children 
and workers, and lectures on the 
evils of the drink habit are being 
given in theaters, 
the 
schools, 
union 
headquarters 
and 
other 
public assembly places.

Nation’s Greatest Airport 
to Rise Near San 
Antonio 


San Antonio, Tex. (ZP)— A 
gi­ 
gantic arm y airpost surrounded 
by the nation’s m ost extensive air­ 
port is to rise on the outskirts of 
San Antonio. 
The new R andolph field, when 
completed under present plans of 
the war departm ent, will be largo 
enough to allow 250 airplanes to 
land or take off sim ultaneously. 
It will cost a t least $14,000,000, 


a n d 1 $50,000,000 m ay be Invested 
eventually. 
E ight hundred buildings, many 
constructed in the

house officers, 2,200 enlisted men, 
th eir fam ilies, and departm ental 
headquarters.

Construction on the first unit, 
including an adm inistration build­ 
ing to cost $250,000, is expected 
to begin in June.

Enclosing the m ilitary 
city on

In Finding Hub of Universe 


Arlington, Mass., 
June 8—Hen-' 
rietta Swope saw stars, saw 385 
of them In fact, that had never be­ 
fore been glimpsed, and her dis­ 
covery bas helped to lead scientists 
through the haze of the Milky Way 
to the far-flung “hub of the uni­ 
verse** which has been the quest 
of centuries. 
A slender, enthusiastic, thought* 
ful-looking girl, still in her 20's, 
she is the first assistant to Dr. 
Harlow Shapley, director of the 
astronomical laboratory of Har­ 
vard University, and she is the 
daughter of Gerald Swope, presi­ 
dent of the General Electric Co. 
Modern 
methods 
of 
research 
have made it possible for women 
to arrive in the study of astrono­ 
my as they have in other sciences. 
A generation- ago, most stellar re­ 
search was 
done visually, 
from 
observatories located on mountain 
tops, far from 
the comforts of 
civilization. 
Today, 
the micros­ 
cope has been substituted for the 
telescope and photographic plates 
replace personal observation to a 
large extent. 
Found Nucleus of Milky Way 
The stars discovered 
by Miss 
Swops, variable stars all of them, 
were first 
disclosed 
on 
photo­ 
graphic plates of a small area of 
the Milky Way. 
In his analysis, 
Dr. Shapley discovered the nucleus 
of the Milky Way system, a mas- 
fcivo central group around which 
our whole galaxy of stars rotates. 
Light travels 
186,000 
miles a 
second. The distance it travels in 
a year is called by science, as a 
means of measuring tremendous 
distances, a “light year." .The 
stars Miss Swope discovered are 
in the constellations Sagittarius, 
Ophluchus and Scorpio, and are 
estimated to be 50,000 light years 
from the earth. 
Miss Swope entered the field of 
astronomical 
research 
quite 
by 
chance. 
After 
graduation 
from 
Barnard in 1926, she studied so­ 
cial service at the University of 
Chicago, and there 
someone told 
her of the opening in variable star 
i asearch on 
the 
Harvard staff. 
The idea appealed to her. 
Distinguished Young Woman 
At 26, Miss Swope is one of the 
youngest women 
ever 
to 
have 
made a comparable mark in scien­ 
tific research. 
She is the author 
of two articles on variable stars, 
one a Harvard Observatory Bulle­ 
tin, No. 857, and the other a report 
to 
the 
National 
Academy 
of 
Sciences, in collaboration with Dr. 
Shapley* titled “Preliminary Indi­ 
cation of a Massive Galactic Nu­ 
cleus,”—a forecast of the end of 
the hunt for the hub of the uni- 
vc rse. 
Dr. Shapley had Just Inaugurat­ 
ed a comprehensive investigation 
of the Milky W%y, of tho Individ­ 
u a l Sfebulkft and 'of ’stellar gioups 
by new methods that gave unam­ 
biguous results. 
Ila had pioveci 
a dozen yeara before at Mt. Wil­ 
son that the photometric method 
involving aho measurement cf the 
variability or the changes of lum­ 
inosity of a star enabled the de­ 
termination of distances JCO times 
greater than by other mothods. 
The sstronomer'a dearest hope 
always has 
been to 
“fling his 
plummet down the 
broad 
deep 
universe^’ and find bottom at last. 
That there ta a bottom, or huo 
all astronomer* were agreed. 
It 
wa* I>r. Shapley who first present­ 
ed a real idea of how far removed 
from the center of things lo our 
own planet. 
Aa early aa 1917 he 
had pointed to the Milky Way as 
the probable site of our galaxy's 
center. 
With Miss Swope’s help 
he has at last enabled science to 
put its finger on the very hub of 
the Keller •yxtoir., billions on bil­ 
lions of miles distant though it be.

He divided the Milky Way into 


240 fields to facilitate their photo­ 
graphic study. To the 60.000 plates 
available in the Harvard files be

Unless the country as a whole 
turns back to the old-time relig­ 
i o n and restores the Bible as an 
unquestioned authority, this dis­ 
ease may bring consequences for 
the nation that will be disastrous.

Shields, president of the Baptist 
Bible Union of North 
America, 
end head of the board of trustees

students. 
Dr. Shields came to Buffalo Im­ 
mediately after the Des Moines 
riot to attend the convention of 
the Baptist Bible Union. 
Upheld By Trustees

trouble In detail, and Dr. Shields 
had the satisfaction of seeing his 
action overwhelmingly approved,

MEN WANTED 


Airways Expansion De­ 
mands An Increase of 
Meteorologists 


Cleveland, 
Ohio 
(JP)—The 
in­ 
creased demand for weather fore­ 
casts on the airways of the United 
States Is bringing about a shortage 
of meteorologists. 
W. R. Gregg, senior meteorolo­ 
gist of the department of agricul­ 
ture weather bureau, told the first 
annual convention of the airport 
section of the Aeronautical Cham­ 
ber of Commerce here recently that 
the need for trained men is becom­ 
ing acute. 
The demand, Mr. Gregg said, is 
increasing all out of proportion to 
the supply and there has been no 
outside source from which to draw 
new material. 
There are indications, however, 
he said, that the condition may 
change. 
Some of the colleges are 
organizing courses In meteorology. 
The weather bureau, he Bald, Is 
planning to take the graduates and 
supplement their education with 
training in suboridnate positions to 
fit them for leadership In the work. 
The mportance and problems of 
the 
airway 
weather 
forecasting 
work were explained by Mr. Gregg. 
At least four trained 
men, 
and 
preferably five or six, were needed 
at all important airway 
stations. 
he asserted, to give pilots 24-hour 
woather Information service. 
Eventually, and as radlply as 
possible, he said, at least three 
trained men will be placed at each 
air station so one may be on duty 
at all times to obtain and Interpret 
weather information for aviators.

BOOMERANG IS 
HARDTO THROW 


H e a l t h y , Stimulating 
Sport 
Rises 
in 
Popularity 


Melbourne, 
Australia (JP) — For 
some years Dr. Sydney Pern of 
Melbourne has recommended boom­ 
erang throwing as a healthy and 
stimulating sports, and now there 
;s a growing movement to make It 
a national pastime. 
Muscle sense has to be keenly 
developed, and the mind must be 
concentrated upon the throw. Just 
as on the drive in golf, says Dr. 
Pern, who has given many private 
displays of this native sport. 
It Is. he remarks, really strenu­

The neophyte is content 
lf he makes the bomerang return, 
but the expert is not satisfied till 
he has mastered all the loops and 
twirls and fancy figures which the 
boomerang can he made to de­ 
scribe in the air.
